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INTRODUCTION 


The purpose of this document is to present detailed characteristics which describe the dwellings, people and labour force of 
Hamilton-Wentworth Region. It has been produced as part of the Information and Research Section’s ongoing effort to 
disseminate useful information about the Region. The information which follows originates from electronic data sources 
produced by Statistics Canada as part of the 1986 Census of Canada. 


There are some cautions to be employed when using and interpreting this information. The data in individual tables are based 
on counts of either all households (100 % data) or ona 20% sample of households. The 20% data series has been generalized 
using conventional statistical techniques to represent the entire population. There will be some minor discrepancies between 
total numbers in each group because the 20% series does not include the population living in institutions such as nursing 
homes, penitentiaries and convents. Each table has indicated in its title whether it is based on 100% of households or on a 
20% sampling. 


All numbers are rounded to the nearest 5 or 10 due to random rounding techniques employed by Statistics Canada in their 
research methodologies. Therefore, numbers will not always add up to stated totals and when percentages are calculated, 
they may not always work out to be 100%. 


The terminology used in the tables is that of Statistics Canada. Some basic definitions are included at the back of this 
document. For additional clarification of terms, the user should consult the 1986 Census Dictionary which is available in all 
federal government depositories (i.e. main branches of public libraries, university libraries etc.).

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SELECTED DEFINITIONS 


PRIVATE HOUSEHOLD 


Refers to a person or group of persons (other than foreign residents) 
who occupy a private dwelling and do not have a usual place of 
residence elsewhere in Canada.The number of households equals the 
number of occupied private dwellings. 


HOUSEHOLD TYPE 


Refers to the basic division of private households into family and 
non-family households. Family household refers to a household that 
contains at least one census family (e.g. persons living in the same 
dwelling who have a husband-wife or parent and never-married child 
relationship). One-family household refers to a single census family that 
occupies one private dwelling. The family may be that of the person 
responsible for household payments (primary family) or a family in 
which the person responsible for household payments is not a member 
(secondary family). A multiple-family h hold is one in which two or 
more census families occupy the same private dwelling. Additional 
persons may or may not be present in such a household. 


HOUSEHOLD MAINTAINER 


Refers to the person, or one of the persons, in the household who pays 
the rent, or the mortgage, or the taxes, or electricity, etc., for the 
dwelling. If such person is not present i the household, then Person 1 is 
assigned as the household maintainer.

CENSUS FAMILY 


Refers to a husband and a wife (with or without children who have 
never married, regardless of age), or a lone parent of any marital 
status, with one or more children who have never married, regardless 
of age, living in the same dwelling. For census purposes, persons living 
in a common-law type of arrangement are considered as now married, 
regardless of their legal marital status; they accordingly appear as a 
husband-wife family in most census family tables. 


ECONOMIC FAMILY 


Refers to a group of two or more persons who live in the same dwelling 
and are related to each other by blood, marriage or adoption. Persons 
living common-law are considered, for census purposes, as now 
married regardless of their legal marital status; they accordingly appear 
as married couples in the economic family. 


LABOUR FORCE PARTICIPATION RATE 
Refers to the total labour force expressed as a percentage of the total 


population 15 years of age and over, excluding institutional residents, in 
an area, group or category. This is a derived variable. 
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
